The glass door was damaged at a 
Nov. 16 Board of Trustees meeting, 
after student protesters and police 
clashed outside the office. 

“We don’t have a building where 
we can get large groups of people in 
and out,” CSU spokesman Erik Fallis 
said in reference to the damaged en- 
trance door. 

The Daily 49er published a Nov. 
28 letter to the editor from Students 
for a Quality Education, which called 
on supporters of the group to “band 
together and unite peacefully” at the . 
December meeting. 

Members of the ReFund California 
Coalition led protests at the board’s 
November meeting. 


“We made this decision based upon 
our experience at the last board meet- 
ing where a large number of protesters 
attended, which is difficult to manage 
under the best of circumstances,” 
CSU Board Chair Herbert L. Carter 
said in a statement, also citing dam- 
age to the glass door. 

But Donnie Bessom, Cal State 
Long Beach Graduate Student Asso- 
ciation president and SQE organizer, 
Said the group was not planning a pro- 
test. 

“We wanted to make our message 
clear to the media by speaking at the 
open meeting in a more somber tone,” 
Bessom said. “We were going to ask 
for amnesty for the peaceful protest-

Mock $650-million bills printed 
with Gov. Jerry Brown’s face as the 
center-piece were passed around the 
Maxson Plaza on Wednesday.

Stuart Smith decided to participate 
because he said the cross-collabora- 
tion between the two disciplines will 
be helpful to him in the future. 

“It’s very important to interact 
with design because it gives a design 
perspective instead of just working 
with only engineers,” Smith said.

meeting, and, for some CSULB stu- 
dents, that doesn’t sit well.

By 
working together, students get more 
real world experience.” 

The most challenging part of the 
project to some of the industrial de- 
sign students was the space, and be- 
ing able to accommodate each culture 
with the space they were allowed. 

“The cultural research I did was 
about how each culture takes show- 
ers,” said Victor Ramos, senior indus-_ . 
trial design major. “While some like 
to sit, othets like to stand. We had 
to figure out whether or not to put a 
bench, and where to put it.” 

Josh Mead, an industrial design 
major, looked into how long people 
showered and how much water could 
be used. They came up with the idea 
of a censor light on the shower head 
that lit up when a certain amount of 
water had been used. 

“This crosses over to interior de- 
sign; it’s a new experience and it 
rounds out my portfolio,” Mead said. 

‘After the industrial design students 
present their designs to the mechani- 
cal engineering students, the me- 
chanical engineering students look 
at the possibilities of making their 
designs function properly, including 
the shower heads, the pump system 
and the heater..

The California Repertory Company - 


shows its second play of the season, 
another historical play about scientists 
who were involved with the Manhattan 
Project. 

In September, the Cal Rep Company 
held a performance of “The Love Song 
of J. Robert Oppenheimer,” about the 
father of the atomic bomb. The play 
had intense, scientific dialogue ac- 
companied by profound acting with an 
interesting storyline. Unfortunately, 
its sequel, Paul Mullin’s “Louis Slotin 
Sonata” forces the audience to listen 
to more physics jargon, while trying to 
keep up with the already-complex con- 
tent of the play. 

Before the start of the play, the ac- 
tors who play the scientists participate 
in a pre-show for the audience. The 
actors interactively question audience 
members walking through the detoured 
entrance of the theater. This provides 
an interesting preview to the show. It 
captures most audience members’ at- 
tention and prepares them for a night of 
historical science with quirky nuclear 
physicists. 

“That was freaky,” said audience 
member Courtney Brown at Tuesday 
night’s performance. “I felt like I was 
back on the Queen Mary’s Haunted Ship- 
wreck, and they were going to attack me.” 

The play begins with the actors be- 
hind a large plastic curtain, which cre- 
ates an experimental science lab envi-

ronment. The actors come off-stage, 
one-by-one, through the center of the 
plastic curtain. The remainder of them 
speak simultaneously behind the cur- 
tain, making it difficult for audience 
members to understand the content of 
their dialogue and the play. 

After a long and drawn-out introduc- 
tion with a closed curtain, the lighting 
finally changes the scene, by flashing 
through the plastic curtain, providing 
a silhouette effect. Although the scene 
has a unique lighting effect, it seems 
about 20 minutes too long. 

Eventually, the curtain drops after 
Canadian physicist Louis Slotin (Josh 
Nathan) accidentally sets off a nuclear 
reaction that releases 
a massive amount 
of radiation. But be- 
cause he ends the 
reaction in time to 
save the lives of his 
colleagues, he is de- 
picted as a hero in 
United States his- 
tory. The play shows 
how the incident af- 
fected Slotin through 
the lens of his own 
personal thoughts. 

The Royal Theater 
is arranged where all 
audience members 
face the stage. Un- 
fortunately, actors 
continuously — come 
off stage and run up and down the isles, 
forcing audience members to constantly 
turn away from the stage. 

While some actors perform from 
the isles, others remain on stage and 
continue to perform. This causes mass

confusion for audi- 
ence members since 
they do not know 
whom to pay atten- 
tion to — the scien- 
tist rambling next to 
them, or the-scientist 
rambling on stage. 

Although this 
play is strange, con- 
fusing .and slightly 
boring, the actors 
themselves perform 
well and keep the 
audience engaged — 
until a random mu- 
sical number about 
a Nazi camp leader 
stirs everyone to ask, “Why is this nec- 
essary?” 

There is no sign of music or dancing 
throughout the first hour of the play. Sud- 
denly while Nathan is in a trance state 
due to medication and sleep, he begins to 


imagine himself as the Auschwitz camp 
leader, because of a World War II book 
he was reading. Slotin begins dancing 
and singing with a Eastern European 
accent and the rest of the scientists dre 
back-up singers. It becomes extremely 
difficult to take this play seriously after 
Slotin turns his hat sideways and begins 
to rap about the issue. 

As a joke, which no one seems to 
understand, one of the scientists (Si- 
mon Brooke) abruptly stops the perfor- 
mance and acts offended by the musi- 


cal number, breaking the fourth wall - 


of theater. Brooke refuses to continue 
the show and storms out of the theater 
while cussing and arguing with Nathan. 

The nurse (Alex Billings), the only 
woman in the show, successfully brings 
the play back together after Brooke’s 
dramatic exit. Even though she has to 
participate in the ridiculous musical 
number, her acting is still taken seri- 
ously.

After a 2-1 start to what seemed 
to be a promising season, the Long 
Beach State men’s basketball team 
have been stuck playing “Where’s 
Waldo” with their star player and 
team leader, losing two of their last 


three games. 


Just over a week ago, LBSU was 
on the verge of cracking the top 25 
rankings. After visiting “upset city” 
with a 86-76 victory over then-No. 9— 
ranked Pittsburgh, the 49ers received 
eight votes in the ESPN/USA Today 
Coaches Poll. 

After a disheartening overtime loss 
at San Diego State, a less than convinc- 
ing win.over Boise State at home, and 
an unexpected loss on the road against 
Montana, the ‘Niners have fallen out 
of favor with top 25 voters. 

The recent struggles might be at- 
tributed to a tough schedule. and a 
lack of toughness on the road, but 
the recent drop in production of-star 
guard Casper Ware is a cause for con- 


cern.

averaging 24.6 points per game, while shooting 47 percent from the field. The 49ers have dropped three out of their last four games. 


Through the. first three games, 
Ware averaged 24.6 points per game, 
while shooting 47 percent from the 
field, and dropped a career-high 28 
points against Pitt. 

Ware’s performance as of late, how- 
ever, has been Houdini-esque where 
the only trick up his sleeve has been 
the disappearing act. In the last three 
games, he averaged just 11 points per 
game while shooting 30.3 percent (10 
of 33) from the field, including a five- 
point night against Boise. 

The 49ers came into this season 
with hopes of securing a NCAA Tour- 
nament bid for the first time since 
2007. Led by four returning senior 


starters, The Beach is expected to 
compete for another Big West Confer- 
ence championship. 

Let’s face it, though. As good 
as Larry Anderson, T.J. Robinson, 
James Ennis and Eugene Phelps are, 
Ware is the engine that makes this 
squad run. He is the go-to-guy when 
the team is faced with adversity. 

Ware showed signs of life against 
No. 6 Louisville on Monday, scoring 
13 points and dishing out eight assists 
at the KFC Yum! Center, but it still 


wasn’t enough to knock off the Car- - 


dinals. 
If this team is to live up to the ex- 


- pectations that have beén placed on 


them, they need to start with Ware. 

After all, he was named to the‘pre- 
season Wooden Award Top 50 watch 
list, preseason Mid—Major All-Amer- 
ican team, and is looking to repeat as 
Big West Player of the Year. Over the 
summer, Ware was also named Drew 
League MVP — a Pro-Am league 
that featured the likes of NBA play- 
ers James Harden, Nick Young, Josh 
Smith and Derrick Williams. 

Not to mention, Ware was named 


to the 2011 Lefty Dreisell Defen- 


sive All-American Team, received 
The Lou Henson Player of the Week 
Award that honors the top Mid—Ma- 
jor player and was also named to the 


National Association of Basketball 
Coaches All-District 9 Team. 

Ware has a chance to get himself 
and The Beach back on the right ~ 
track, though. With three games left 
against ranked opponents (No. 14 
Kansas, No. 5 North Carolina, No. 11 
Xavier), and conference play a month 
away, Ware can put any doubts about 
his ability to take his team to the next 
level to rest.. 

There may not be an “I” in team, but 


“a player of Ware’s caliber can be the 


difference between an NCAA Tourna- 
ment bid and an appearance in the Na- 
tional Invitational Tournament. Just ask 
UC Santa Barbara’s Orlando Johnson.
